Cruiser North Carolina Will Go 
to Mediterranean and Tenn- 
essee to North Sea. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 7.—The cruiser 
North Carolina, the second American 
treasure ship, will sail from Boston for 
Europe tonight. Assistant Secretary 
Roosevelt announced that an effo;t 
would be made to have the North Caro- 
lina overhaul the Tennessee at sea and 
take aboard some of the army officers 
and treasury officials now crowded into 
the overtaxed quarters of the latter 
ship.

Tennessee Sails With 986,000,000 for 

Relief of Americans. 

NEW TORK. Aug. 7.—The armore4 
cruiser Tennessee, converted for the 
time into a treasure ship, left port at 
9:45 last night with about $6,000,000 in 
gold for the many thousand Americans 
who are in want in European countries. 
Three million dollars was from the 
Bankers’ Trust Co., $2,750,000 was ap- 
propriated by Congress and about $300, . 
00 entrusted to the Paymaster’s care 
by personal friends of individuals 
abroad, The gold was insured against 
marine risk. 

Two millton dollars intended as part 
of the cargo did not go. Bankers ar- 
ranged that it be held here against 
money that may be drawn by the 
French Ambassador in Washington. The 
French Government has deposited with 
J. P. Morgan & Co., through their 
Paris house, 30,000,000 frames (about %,- 
000,000), which has been placed to the 
credit of the French Goverhment. Ex- 
plaining this arrangement, J. P. Morgan 
& Co.. said: 

“This is considered a significant and 
encouraging sign, as evidencing a move- 
ment on the part of foreign govern- 
ments to establish credits in the United 
States. 1 

Morgan, Harjes & Co., the Paris 
house, have arranged that a large por- 
tion of the $6,000,000 shall be payable 
in gold in order to provide for the 
wants of travelers in Paris, this ar- 
rangement to be carried out in con- 
nection with the same group of bank- 
ers which is forwarding gold to London 
by the Tennessee for the same purpose.

Bearing up well under his deep grief, 
the President went to his desk early to- 
day to sign a few important papers, 
but returned immediately to the White 
House. Gates to the grounds were 
closed, only the most pressing busi- 
ness was transacted at the executive 
offices, and attaches and servants, all 
of whom Mrs. Wilson knew personally, 
showed deep grief. 

A procession of carriages. bringing 
cards and callers froin the official and 
diplomatic circles, circled around the 
White House offices. On every hand 
throughout the capital expressions of 
tenderest sympathy for the President 
were heard. Under the heavy strain of 
domestic legislation, the situation at 
home resulting from the European 
crisis, the long, hard vigil through the 
Mexican crisis, he worked unceasingly. 

Scene at Death Bed. 

The scene at the deathbed was de- 
scribed today by one of those present. 
As the last hour drew near the Presj- 
dent sat on the bedside, clasping Mrs. 
Wlison’s hand, while Mrs. McAdoo, Mrs 
Sayre and Miss Wilson knelt on the 
floor, their eyes upon their mother’s 
face. Dr. Grayson and a nurse came 
and went silently and the President 
looked beseachingly to the doctor for a 
sign of encouragement.

Although Mrs. Wiison was un- 
conscious, she smiled. Her breathing 
grew fainter and fainter, and Dr. Gray- 
son realized that the end was only a 
matter of minutes.

**CANNED’’ STRATEGY OF WAR EXPERTS. 

“It is a delusion,” said Gen. Helmuth von 
Moltke in his history of the Franco-Prussian 
War, “to believe that a plan of war may be laid 
for a prolonged period and carried out in every 
part. The first collision with the enemy changes 
the situation entirely.” 0 

For 40 years French strategists have been lay- 
ing plans for the protection of France from at- 
tack. They have figured out and committed to 
paper what ought to be done if the attack came 
via Italy or via Switzerland or the old line of 
Metz or via Luxemburg and Belgitim. And for 
the same period Berlin strategists, when they 
had nothing else in particular to do, have put in 
their time planning the reinvasion of France, 
which they believed would some day be inevita- 
ble. If we are to credit the admiring eulogists 
of Germany's wonderful preparedness, they had 
it all figured out what the fiftieth day after 
mobilization was to bring, what was to be done 
when the frontier had been passed by 30 miles, 
what exact number of men would be requisite to 
capture this and that stronghold. 

But an unexpected courage and patriotism on 
the part of little Belgium has changed the whole 
problem for both sides. Berlin must devise new 
methods of attack. Paris finds defense simpli- 
fied. Experte have wasted a lot of time on 
“canned” strategy during these 40 years. 
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WITHOUT STOCK MAREETS. 

Men who make their living by betting on the 
rise or fall of stocks and bonds are hard hit by 
the closing of the world’s stock markets. But 
the average man doesn’t seem greatly to miss 


them. He begins even to ask himself if it is not 


possible that water would run, grass grow, cattle 
fatten, corn ripen and cotton mature if these 
centers of speculation were to remain closed or to 
be restricted to registering bona fide sales. 
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OLD BUT GOOD METRICAL ADvicE.

was the invention of Elias Howe, 
who was born at Spencer, Mass., 
A years ago. 

After a meager country school educa- 
tion he became a mechanic, and he 
was only a youth when he began his 
efforts to invent a method of sewing by 
machine. English, French and Amer- 
ican inventors held similar ambitions, 
but their machines were not suctess- 
ful. 

A machine that would really sew was 
completed by Howe in 184 and patented 
the next year. Royalties from his in- 
vention nade him a multimillionaire be- 
fore he died in 1867. Plans for honoring 
Howe on the occasion of the centenary 
of his birth, six. years hence, are al- 
ready being considered.
